1. This package contains material on Raoul 
Wallenberg, a Swedish diplomat in Budapest during World War 
II who helped thousands of Jews who were living in Hungary 
escape Nazi concentration camps. He was imprisoned after 
the war by the Soviets who eventually claimed (after much 
prodding by the Swedish Government) that he died in prison 
of natural causes in 1947. His exact fate has yet to be 
determined. 

2. Senator Levin (D) of Michigan has strongly urged 
the Director of Central Intelligence to declassify the 
Agency's file on Mr. Wallenberg and to send it to NARA as 
soon as possible. This submission consists of the file the 
Agency maintained on Mr. Wallenberg that has now been 
declassified. There are about 1500 pages of press articles 
(some in Swedish) , FBIS material. State, and CIA cables and 
memoranda, some FBI material and a copy of a book written in 
Swedish. The Department of State and the FBI have concurred 
in the declassification of their materials included in the 
file. Seventeen of the nineteen folders involved have been 
reconstituted from microfiche and some of the material is of 
poor quality.
